street, this city, returned to Lowell 
Sunday evening after spending three 
years as a member of tho American 
Lesion in France, having served un- 
der the French colors at the Darda- 
nelles, in Greece and in tho trenches in 
France. 
Tho soldier returned with 


his bride, lleline A. J. Soulard, whom 
he married Aug. 1. 
Mr. Collins left Lowell in May, 1913, 


with tho idea of travel and went to 
Franco, whore ho engaged in teach- 
ing .English and 
studying 
French. 
When the war broke out in Aug., 1914, 
with 20 other Americans he enlisted In 
the Foreign Legion and saw service 
in Franco for a time. 
Then he was 
sent to Algeria to join a corps headed 
for the Dardanelles, arriving at tho 
latter place while the Dardanelles ex- 
pedition was in process of dissolution. 
After a few weeks the Lowell man 
was transferred to 
Serbia and 
re- 
mained there until December. 191o, at 
which time the Foreign Legion was 
driven back into Greece and of the 
!>25 men in the legion only 15 sur- 
vived tho German attacks. 
During 
the retreat into Greece 
the Lowell 
man was wounded in the leg and was 
sent to a. hospital for treatment. 
After convalescing Mr. Collins was 
removed to France, where he made ap- 
plication for admission to tho aviation 
corps 
He was accepted but the at- 
mosphere was too rare for his lungs 
and he was forced to give up the work. 
Ho later returned to tho infantry and 
took part in a number of important 
battles, among- which, 
that 
of 
the 
Somme, during which ho was 
made 
seriously ill by German gnses. 
Again 
the Lowcllian was removed to a hos- 
pital and was finally given a perma- 
nent discharge. 
Mr. Collins is of the opinion that tho 


•n-ar will last one or two years more, 
or that is, he says, the sentiment that 
now prevails in France. 
Speaking of 
tho morale of tho soldiers Mr. Collinr 
said: 
"I have seen taken prisoner young 
Germans 
17 and IS years old. 
Our 
service in France demands soJdiers al 
the way from 17 to 50, but not in the 
numbers noted 
in 
German nrmies 
Moreover, the morale of tho 1'rencn 
army is much better than that of the 
Germans. 
We have the spirit. 
The 
Germans, although still good fighters, 
are not waging war with, 
tho 
en- 
thusiasm which marked their 
early 


campaigns. 


"Of course there is a lot of sacri- 


fice going on in Franco. 
Tho women 


are employed in all kinds of trades. 
They are on electric cars as conduc- 
tors and motormen, and in the fac- 
tories they are engaged principally as 
makers of munitions. 
They do farm 


work with all of - tho cffoctlvenesa of 
men."Throughout the country the morale 
is good. 
With th3 idea of victory 


ever before them, the people of Franco 
are ready to do everything in their 
power to expedite results. 
Two days 


a week they eat no meat. 
Two days 


a week they eat no pastry. For broad 
they have a uniform loaf of darkish 
material. 
But there is little hunger. 
Tho idea is lo be frugal that there 
may he sufficient for the future. 
Mr. Collins said tho German spies 
are numerous in France, Hnd a num- 
ber of them are being seized and shot 
daily. 
The young man says he is 
through with the -war game and hopes 
to make his home in Lowell.

Boston & Maine Receiver 


Expects Strike to Interest 
the Federal Authorities 


The Railroad Workers Make 


Answer 
to 
Arbitration 


Proposal Today 


BOSTON, Sept. 4.—A belief that the 


consequences of the strike of the me- 
chanical forces of the Boston & Maine 
railroad will bo far-reaching, and that 
the matter will be one of pressing in- 
terest to the federal authorities, was 
made by James H. Hustis, 
temporary 


receiver of the road, in a. statement is- 
sued last night. 


Mr. Hustis -also states that the ab- 
sence on a sailing trip of Judge Mor- 
ton of the United States court, under 
whose 
jurisdiction 
the 
receiver 
is 
working, has prevented any 
submis- 
sion of the question of dispute to the 
court. Efforts are stjll being made to 
reach Judge Morton before his ex- 
pected return to Boston on Sept. 10. 
Mr. HllKtls' Statement 


Mr. Hustis' statement reads: 
"There 
should 
be 
no 
misunder- 
standing on the part of the public or 
of the employes 
of 
the 
Boston & 


Maine railroad as to the seriousness 
of the situation resulting from 
the 
present strike. The officers of the rail-, 
road, and particularly the 
temporary 
receiver, are fully conscious of what 
it involves. There is no thought oth- 
er than that the railroad must 
rely 
largely on these men who have 
quit 
work returning to it to 
enable 
the 
oad to give the service that is so im- 
peratively needed at this time. 
"It would be extremely unfortunate 


if there should be any bitterness In- 
jected Into the controversy. 
"Regardless of any question as to 
where 
the 
responsibility 
rests for 
what occurred on Friday last, it must 
be remembered that as yet there has 
been no attempt to determine finally 
whether the increases in rates of pay 
demanded by the men are warranted 
by changes in conditions arising since 
the Inst wage adjustment 'in the Bos- 
ton & Maine in April, or the adoption 
by the New Haven railroad in June 
last of a lower agreed scale for simi- 
lar work.

volved becomes evident if one consid-

arge as to require the most careful 
nvftstig-atton. 
"In the meantime the railroad's war 


Doarcl .has been advised of the situa- 
tion and requested to inform the sec- 
retary of labor as to the facts. 
Tt seems unfortunate that the rail- 
road is without the services of a large 
number of Its employes and that the 
employes are losing their wages, es- 
pecially in view of the fact that any 
wage increases that may be hereafter 
granted would undoubtedly be mado 
retroactive."

from Cedar Springs the*' other 
day 


told the whole story: "Loyal German- 
Americans in the state have with- 
drawn their support, forcing the pa- 
per to suspend publication." 


Those 
German-American 
readers 


have earned the gratitude 
of their 


community and o£ the entire coun- 
try. 
They have set an example that 


might be followed 
profitably 
in a 


number of other American communi- 
ties—and will be followed, we sus- 
pect, if the editors who are atill do- 
ing the Kaiser's work don't change 
their tone.

Details of the decree issued by the 


French government which places tho 
purchase and distribution of all cereals 
under control of the stato have been 
received hero by the food administra- 
tion. 


The decree became effective Septera- 


ber 1. 
A central oftV-e, consisting ofl 


representatives of tho government and. 
of the grain merchants, has been creat- 
ed. There is also to be a cenjral com-i 
mittee of millers and bakers. Cereaia 
may be purchased only by French mil-, 
lers and grain merchants, and purchas-: 
ers of grain must in no case pay price* 
in excess of thoso fixed by tho decreo 


°£Mllle'rs and grain merchants may buy 
local growing crops only on conditioa 
that they will not require transport by, 
railways, 
waterways or m°!-"s.-h,,t™a 


stato will supervise grain distribution,- 
and at all times be informed as to thq 
exact state of cereals supplied. Grain 
may be sent by rail or waterway only, 
by instruction of a. government officer, 
charged with the distribution.

Mr. Hustis' statement reads:

standing on the part of the public or 
of the employes of , the 
Boston

Maine railroad as to the seriousness 
of the situation resulting from 
the 
present strike. The officers of the rail- 
road, and particularly the 
temporary 
receiver, are fully conscious of what 
It involves. There is no thought oth- 
er than that the railroad rrust 
rely 
largely on these men who have 
quit 
work returning to it to 
enable 
the 
road to give tho service that is so im- 
peratively needed at this time. 
"It would be extremely unfortunate 


if there should be any bitterness in- 
jected Into the controversy.
